At that time it required considerable nerve for a ‘man to 
invest his a}l in a town made up principally of shacks and tents 
The population of Richmond was then not over 600 souls. Mayor 
Ludewig was elected a member of the city council in 1909. He 
served with distinction and soon demonstrated to the people of 
Richmond that he was an ideal official|, Through his acute busi- 
ness acumen he proved to be a very valuable adjunct to the: board. 
In July, 1913, Mr. Ludewig was elected mayor. He has made an
